operations. How then does INK 
generate its revenues? Inquiries 
made reveal that members are 
persuaded to contribute a I leasi a 
percentage of their income which 
averages around 10% {more or 
less} depending on the economic 
conditions of each ideality. 

Where does Ihe money go? 
Accordingly, to support the 
operations of the church, it's
